\NOMINATION MEETING 


That the ratepayers o Madoc Vil- 
lage are interested in municipal af- 
fairs is indicated by the large num- 
ber who attended the nomination 
meeting held in the Town Hall last 
Friday night. Those present number- 
ing nearly 150, including ‘everal 
women. Following the official nom- 
iation, Clerk Fred Curry acted as 
Chairman for a meeting in which all 
nominated were given an opportunity 
to speak.- 

Reeve Jack Kincaid wa@ given an 
acclamation and after thanking th: 
electors for the honor accorded him, 
wave a short address, referring to 
County Council affairs and the local 
waterworks. He was elected chairman 
of the County Publicity Committee. 
This committee, besides issuing the 
‘sual tourist advertising fOlders, was 
instrumental . with the Belleville 
Chamber of Commerce in organizing 
a Tourist Operators’ Association in 
the northern part of the county. The 
tourist industry is the second largest 
in the county amd the: pamphlets were 
distributed principally to Americans. 
At the June session he spoke on the 
Madoec-Belleville road and was in- 
strumental in getting the repairs that 
were made this fall. He also assisted 
the local Legion in obtaining a $500 
county grant to the new Legion Hall 
here. The speaker then referred to 
village affairs and outlined the im- 
provements that had been made in the 
village since he became a member of 
the council. He gave a detailed state- 
ment of what had taken place regard- 
ing waterworks up to the present time 
and stated that Madoc was ong of 
the first villages to ask for money 
under the Provincial Government’s 
new plan to assist municipalities by 
lending them money at a low rate of 
interest. The speaker also referred to 
the building of 14 new houses and 
two new garages in the village this 
year’ and thanked the Kiwanis Club 
for putting the swings, etc., in the 
park for the use of chilren. 

P. H. Nayler and T. H. Rupert re- 
presenting the Hydro Commission re- 
viewed the work that had been done 
by the Commission during the’ past 
year. New lines had been built in the 
eastern part of the village and at 
present new lines were being erected 
in the northern section. It is the in- 
tention to do west side of the village 
next year. Chairman Rupert referred 
to the financial statement, stating’ 
that the balance when this year’s 
work is completed should be approx- 
imately $2,500. Since 1939 the 
amount of power consumed in the 
village is practically doubled and the 
chairman urged that all save as much 
power as possible. P. H. Nayler was 
re-elected by acclamation to tie 
Commission. 

There were six nominations for 
School Trustees. Percy Derry and W. 
Hart were nominated, besides the 
following, who are standing for elec- 
tion. W. Hart, a member of the Board 
stated that he didn’t intend to qual- 
ify again as did Percy Derry. 

Ken West and Robert McCoy spoke 
briefly, stating that they had enjoyed 
working on the Board, but were not 
prepared to state whether they in- 
tended qualifying or not. Both have 
since qualified. Jack Baker, Kenneth 
Holmes and Ernie Lough were nom- 
inated and aré seeking office. 

Only five were nominated for 
council. Percy Derry, who stated that 
he would decide later, if he intended 
qualifying. He has since qualified. 

Phillip Rivers, Chairman of Streets, 
was the first of this year’s Council 
to speak. He stated that he was run- 
ning for re-election and outlined the 
work that had been done during the 
past year: new culverts had been in- 
stalled: snow had been removed from | 
the streets; the sidewalks snow plow- 
ed; some paving has done;

In general, wrestlers do not inten- 
tionally hurt each other. They don’t 
try to, moreover, becausé they can’t 
afford to. Some wrestlers may work 
as many as six shows a week, so it 
stands to reason ‘they have to be 
reasonably certain they will wind up 
a given show more or less in one 
piece. Some of the wrestling holds 
which appear positively gruesome 
are almost gentle, And if, by chance, 
a wrestler is really being hurt by 
another, he uses a signal that is 
universal in the business, The 
squeezes his opponent’s arm or leg 
with two rapid motions and — the- 
painful hold is relaxed instantly,

We went along pretty much in 
agreement with Mr, Boal so far in 
his article, but when he attempted 
to answer his second question, we 
thought he skidded slightly off the 
rails. “The only honest a@mswer to 
the question, “Are all wrestling 
bouts fixed?” he says, is ‘Yes and 
no. Many wrestling matches are 
planned, but some are not. The 
wrestlers in the preliminary bouts 
get the same money, win, lose or 
draw. Often they are told who is 
going«wto win, and specifically by 
what hold.”

Then he goes on: “It is in the big 
bouts, with names that draw crowds, 
that the fixes do not apply so gen- 
erally. This is not a moral issue, 
but an economic one. A case in 
point is Primo Carnera, who up 
until a few months ago, made so 
much money out of wrestling that 
he cannot be compared with any- 
one else. Carnera. was such a suc- 
cess because of his size and also 
because of his skill. He drew huge 
crowds and naturally shared much 
more of the profits than a less pop- 
ular man. As of May 20, 1949, Car- 
nera had never lost a show. He 
had won 321 bouts, an unequalled 
record, On that night, however, he 
wrestled with Antonio Rocca — the 
current sensation of the sport. Rocca 
beat him. Since that time, Carnera’s 
earnings have decreased consider- 
ably because fans know he was 
beaten,” 

* = + 

But in his next paragraph Mr. 
Boal shows sighs that he should 
have — in otder to get a real under- 
standing of wrestling — got a mite 
closer to the core of matters than 
a televison screen or even a ring- 
side. “It was obviously to Carnera 8 
disadvantage to lose: Yet he did 
lose and it cost him a lot of money, 
Would Carnera have taken orders 
from somebody to lose when he 
knew that his position as a drawing 
ecard would, give him the power to 
refuse?”

Mr. Boal obviously thinks. that 
the answer to this is a loud and 
ringing orn.

Handmade candles, well-shaped 
and delicately scented, make charm- 
ing gifts for friends as well ag con- 
versation pieces for your own table 
ornamentel. It's easy to make them, 


‘with a simple outlay of materials, 


many of which pou can find around 
the house. } 

Probably the first thing you think 
of is that paraffin you had left over 
from canning. Well, it can be used, 
but is toowoften disappointing. It 
takes a good shape, but it difficult 
to color; and the candles made from 
it are brittle and easily broken. » 


Odds and ends of used candles, 
the other hand, are excellent. 
Phey can be melted together, or 
each color can be kept separate. 
Whittle them into small pieces and 
remove the wicks, or if you prefer 
just drop them into the melting can 
arid remove the wicks later. If you 
do this, though, cut off the-burned 
part of the wick first, so that it 
won't make your wax dirty. 

Mutton Tallow and Beeswax 

Mutton tallow makes excellent 
éandles. Mix it with a little bees- 
wax to give the candles strength 
= to prevent too-fast burning. 

o make hard tallow candles, try a 
batch made with 10 ounces of mut- 
ton tallow, four ounces of beeswax, 
two ounces of alum, and one-half 
ounce of camphor. 

Or if you live where you can get 
bayberries, by all means cook up a 
batch of candles, Bayberry candles, 
with their pungent old-fashioned 
fragrance, so familiar to the early 
settlers, are especially appropriate 
at Christmas. : 

Gather beries, clean them of twigs 
and stems and put them into boiling 
water. As the wax from the berries 
ffoats to the surface, skim it off and 
place in a fan. Melt again (over 
hot water) and allow impurities to 
settic), Pour the clear wax into yet 
another can and use it as you would 
tallow. or, Wo par like, mix it with 
tallow : 

Add a Bit of Scent 

Other candles can be scented with 
liquid incense; or a few finely erush- 
ed sage leaves tossed into the melt- 
ed wax or tallow will give your -fin- 
ished candles a delightful fragrance 
when burned. 

Candles may be colored by add- 
ing dry paint to the melted wax 
Or you can use a drop of vegetabl 
coloring, or even a tiny bit 
a water-color tube

your wicks in turpéntine and let 
them dry thoroughly before using. 
Small wicks are best. You can make 
wicks of ordinary twine, or you can 
buy candle wicking in the dime 
store. Use this single, or for a nice 
spiral candle double the wick and 
twist it, and have the wax very hot 
when dipping the candle. 

Always melt your wax or tallow 
over hot. water. Use any saucepan 
for the water,and use tin food cans 
for melting wax. Set the melting 
can into the pan of water. Or if 
you prefer, set a pie tin over the 
saucepan of water and put the melt 
ing can on that. 

Once the™wax is thoroughly meit- 
ed, it is ready “to work with. To 
let it get any hotter is unnecessary 
and, if left too long, it may flare 
up. It should never, never smoke. 


Now Ready to Mold 

Once the wax is melted, color 
and scent added, you are ready to 
make the candles. If you are mak- 
ing molded candles, prepare the 
molds before melting the wax, and 
set them in a clear space that leaves 
you room to pour without spilling. 

The heavy-set candles so popu 
lar for Thanksgiving and Christmas 
can be made of cardboard milk car- 
tons. 

Cut the top off square. With a 
latwe needle punch a Hole in the 
exact center of the bottom. Tie a 
knot in your wick and thread it up 
through this hole. At the top, fasten 
it securely around a pencil) or small 
stick which will fit across the top 
of the carton and hold the wick 
reasonably taut. Pour the wax in 
all at once and when the candle is 
thoroughly cool, put into the refrig- 
erator for a couple of hours. Then 
cut off the bottom knot, undo the 
wick at the top, and peel off the 
eardboard. 

Colored red or green for Christ 
mas, these are lovely. And you can 
make them any size you like by cut- 
ting the cartons down. 

Candles for low table center- 
pieces can be molded in muffin tins. 
Or lovely petaled candles to float 
on a dish of water can be made by 


using individual jelly molds. Both 
these candles need a core. Just pour 
your wax, then take one of those 
ends of used: candle from which 
you've cut the burned part of the 
wick, and set this into the center ol 
the mold. It should be even with 
the surface of the melted wax. This 
will provide , sturdy core an inake

For Dipped Candles 


For dipped candles, tie one end 
of your wick to a pencil or stick, 
Fasten a small weight to the other 
end. You can tie more than one 
wick to a pencil if your can of 
melted wax is wide enough to ac- 
comodate them as they grow into 
candles, The can, of course, must 
be deep enough to make the candles 
the height you desire. For dipping 
one ata time, you can use narrow 
cans, such as soup cans. 

Dip the wick into melted wax 
briefly. If you are working in a cool 
room, it may not be necessary to 
dip the candles in cold water to 
harden, but otherwise, have a can 
of cold water reddy, and dip the 
candles after each wax dipping. 
Repeat until candles are the thick- 
ness you desire. You can make these 
candles the same color all through, 
or drop your color into the wax for 
your final dipping, which will give 
the candles a colored coat. 

For dripless candles, add a very 
small amount of stearic acid to the 
wax for the last dipping. When 
they are the right size, dipped can- 
dies can be hung from the edge of 
a table until thoroughly cold. Then 
store in the refrigerator for awhile. 


Use Small Cans 


There will be wax left over from 

the dipped candles. Put it into tom- 
ato soup or shrimp or even baby 
food cans. Lower into it a length 
of used candle, or a short hand- 
dipped candle. Let harden, cool in 
the refrigerator, and remove from 
the can. Using a paring knife, carve 
into any appropriate shape, such as 
snowballs, Christmas trees, snow 
men, little houses or churches; or 
for Thanksgiving, turkeys, or yel- 
low, pumpkins. With care, you can 
get some very good results, When 
the candles are carved, you. can 
dip again for smoothness or if the 
color is imperfect. 
If you like. unusual things and 
enjoy having a hand in them your- 
self, you'll like making candles in 
your kitchen!

Socialism Comes 


Mighty High 


It may be too much to hope that 
the Socialist doctrinaires will ever 
be willing or able to comprehend 
the facts. But there are a few about 
the results of their nationalization 
schemes in Britain that should make 
them think. 

The nationalized -coal industry 
both in 1947 and 1948 failed to 
reach the modest targets set for it. 

After two years in which the 
workers worked in “their own” pits, 
output per man was 30 tons less 
than in 1939 despite important ad- 
vances in mechinization. 

In 1948 absenteeism 
In 1939 it was 6.9%. 

Despite the frantic recruiting pro- 
gram the 1948 target was missed by 
24,000 men and during the past half 
of 1949 the total number employed 
in the industry fell by 4,000.

So that’s that, and now back to 
Frank Rick, whose success as a 
pomme de terrier (ouch!) started 
all this. Besides a handsome trophy 
Rick won himself the nice packet 
of $250 in cash. The contest is 
judged on yield per acre, the qual- 
ity, grade and marketability of the 
spuds, selected exhibit plus a score 
for cooking quality.

Rick, or at least his potatoes, 
passed all these hurdles with flying 
colors, garnering a total of 519 
points. His nearest competitor was 
14 points below this. Second prize 


-of $125 went to Dave C. Hackett, 


of Cochrane, Ont. while third 
maney was taken by W. A. Vail 
& Son, of Denfield, in Middlesex 
County.

Rick was particularly -happy 
about winning again, after losing 
out last year. This year was an 
unusually dry one and therefore 
potato growing required more at- 
tention than usual. During July, 
he had no rain. “If we had only 
a little rain. during this hot month, 
{ am sure that I could have gotten 
another 100 bushels off my acre,” 
he said. As it was, he got 836 
bushels per acre, a very high aver- 
age considering conditions of the 
past year. , 


Since Rick has entered into the 
contest, he finds that building up 
soil for potatoes results in better 
crops of grain, hay and pastures 
in succeeding years. As his soil 
is a sandy loam texture, he has 
therefore obtained good cash crops 
as well as saving his soil.

Many home owners consider that 
sheet asbestos paper applied as in- 
sulation to the bright metal pipes 
of their furnace improves their heat 
catrying capacity. However, re- 
search work has proven that the 
heat loss is 62% greater with one 
thickness of 12-pound asbestos 
paper covering a bright tin pipe 
than when the same pipe is left 
uncovered. This test applies to 
bright tin warm air leader pipes 
through which air is flowing at 
relatively low velocity. under a grav- 
ity system—the gravity system be- 
ing by far the most common sys- 
tem of central heating in use in 
Canada today. ‘

in order to demonstrate the in- 
efficiency of a layer of asbestos 
paper as a heat insulator, tests 
were run in which the number of 
thicknesses of paper was increased 
until the heat loss became less than 
the Joss thfough a bare, bright tia 
specimen. Eight thicknesses of 12- 
pound asbestos paper were applied 
before the desired result was ob- 
tained. The impractical features of 
such a method of insulating are, 
of course, evident. The conclusion 
drawn was that the use of a thin 
layer of asbestos paper glued 
around warm air furnace leader 
pipes should be abandoned.

For the average, up-to-date grav- 
ity warm air furnace installation, a 
practical method is merely to seal 
the joints of all pipes with two-inch 
asbestos strips in order to make 
the system “closed” and therefore 
dust-tight. The return air side, in- 
cluding joist panning if used, 
should be stripped in a like man- 
ner. It is pointed out, 
that leader pipes which might be 
exposed to the chilling effect of 
basement windows, or which are 
extremely long, or run through 
cold spaces, should be adequately 
insulated@—a minimum of _ three 
layers of corrugated abesstos being 
recommended in such cases.

heir violent attacks on the books 
which I shall not name, could not 
have been the outcome of their 
personal revulsion to what they 
read since they know as much 
about the “facts of life” as the 
guthors they castigated, writes 
Thomas Fairley, in “Answers.” 

Boosted the Sales! 

When these critics ¢xpressed 
themselves so fiercely, the main ef- 
fect of their denunciations was to 
send hundreds, if not thousands, of 
people to the bookshops -and 
libraries in search of the book they 
were told not to read. In each case. 
the books in question, which might 
otherwise have had little or no at- 
tention, became best sellers. 

One. might have thought that in 
these days of broadmindedness, at- 
tacks on books that “ought to be 
banned” would have stopped. But 
no. A few weeks ago the editor 
of a famous newspaper printed a 
denunciation of a book that is, in 
fact, so dull that it could only b®of 
interest to sociologists. and other 
scientists who have a_ professional 
reason for taking an interest in the 
subject. And the subject is what 
soldiers talk about among them- 


selves when they are separated for. 


an unreasonably- long time from 
their womenfolk 

What is the reason for asking 
that any books be banned? The 
only important reason is that the 
book in question would cause pub- 
lic harm. And how can. a printed 
book do harm? Only by putting 
vicious ideas (moral, political_re- 
ligious or otherwise) into minds 
where no vicious thoughts existed 
before; or by encouraging people 
of ‘lax morality to feel that their 
leanings are generally condoned or 
even justified. The other reason is, 
of course, curiosity. Have the writ- 
ers of “sexy,” “hot” or “blue” books 
something to tell us that we don’t 
‘know? The answer is almost al- 
ways “No.” The truth is that they 
seldom tell us anything intgsesting 
and certainly nothing new. 

Even espeare “Erred” 

Even Shakespeare has not been 
exempt from attentiion on the 
grounds of morals. At the end of 
the eighteenth ‘wentury, a physician 
named Thomtas Bowdler objected 
to certain passages in the works 
of the Bard so he) produced his 
own edition under the title of The 
Family Shakespeare with all refer- 
ences to sex omitted, thereby add- 
ing the word “bowdlerised” to the 
English language.

England on the subject is curious. 
It is forbidden to publish porno- 


graphy, and publication in law con-. 


sists of showing even: one other 
person a written work or a picture 
or photograph which the magistrate 
considers lewd and indecent; but 
no action is taken unless that per- 
soft complaims to the police. Such 
a complainant is known as a com- 
mon informer. 

A printed book may sell 100,000 
copies before any action will be 
taken by the police unless a com- 
mon informer makes a complaint. 
But if you think of appointing 
yourself a keeper of other people's 
morals, you.must be careful, for if 
the magistrate Considers your com- 
plaint frivolous, you may be had 
up yourself for wasting the time 
oi the police and the court as a 
public nuisance! 

The case of John Clelland is in- 
teresting. A man of good family, 
his father was a colonel in the reg- 
ular army and he was educated at 
Westminster. He ‘served for a 
while in the con$ular service and 
later he was in a merchant's office 
in India. But Clelland was not sat- 
ished—he wanted to be a writer, s0 
he came back to London full of 
confidence and ambition, 

He wrote and wrote, but no one 
was interested and soon he began 
to suffer from the complaint which 
is almost an occupational disease 
among writers—he was very hard 


_ Pension, Not Prison 

He went round all the publish- 
ers’.offices offering his services as 
a hack writer at almost any price, 
and one day a none-to--scrupulous 
publisher ‘persuaded him to write a 
pornographic work. Clelland hesi- 
tated at first, but with visions of 
beg turned out of his lodgings 
and of starving in the gutter, he at 
last agreed. 

His first novel was “The Mem- 
oirs of Fanny Hill,” and no one 
could ever accuse him of not keep- 
ing his bargain—it was porno- 
graphic with a vengeance! There 
was scarcely a page without somie 
incident calenlated to scandalize 
even the toughest reader. It should 
have been printed on asbestos! 

{t sold like wildfire and in enor- 
mous quantities. The printers_ and 
the book sellers could not kedp up 
with the demand. [t was denounced 
in the daily press and in. serious 
weekly journal$, but nothing hap- 
pened to curb the sale ofj Fanny 
Hill until, one day, a public-spirited 
individual made a complaint gand 
the police took their usual action. 

The printers were forbidden. to 
produce any more copies and the 
book sellers were restrained from 
selling the book pending the de- 
cision of the cOurt. Copies were 
sent to the magistrates for their im- 
spection and decision, and they de- 
cided without much difficulty that 
“The Memoirs of Fanny Hill” was 
indeed an indecent work and a 
danger to public morals. 

Clelland was summoned before 
the Privy Council and, in view of 
the questionable nature of his work, 
the only defence he could put for- 
ward was poverty. 

Fortunately, the council was in a 
good humor that morning. The 
president, Earl Granville, spoke se- 
yerely to the author in the dock 
about the seriousness of his of- 
fence, but instead of sentencing him 
to imprisonment, as one might ex- 
pect, Lord Granville said that he 
would recommend Clelland for a 
pension from the state of £100 per 
annum on condition that he re- 
frained from writing any more 
books of a like nature! 

This happened in 1749—~exactly 
200 years ago. And | may add that 
“The Memoirs of Fanny Hill” 
have been out of print and unob- 
tainable for at least a century

A committee was appointed for 
the job—and that committee soon 
knew only too well, if it didn’t 
before—just how much time and 
wok had gone into all the previous 
quilt markings that had been done 
so willingly for the branch by the 
two members who were now too 
tar away to give any assistance. 

The committee finally got the 
quilt marked and into the frames, 
but would the other members who 
came to quilt and followed the in- 
tricate pattern that had been de- 
signed for them—would they realize 
the work that marking a quilt may 
involye? No doubt it will all be 
taken for granted, as it generally 
is. Very few of ug realize the de- 
tail of any job until we have to do 
it ourselves. Then how can such 
a situation be avoided? 

Well, here is a suggestion—in so 
far as quilts are concerned. Most 
W.1L. branches put on demonstra- 
tions of one kind or another ddring 
the year—then why not a demon- 
stration on quilt marking? In near- 
ly every district there can be found 
artistic persons who are known to 
be good at this very exacting job, 
and even though they may not be 
membérs of the W.L, | am sure 
any one of them could be persuaded 
to give a demonstration, Talented 
people are like that—nearly always 
generous in trying to pass on a 
little of their specialized skill to 
others less fortunate. Perhaps by 
a demonstration of that kind, other 
members might be found to have 
just such a talent, hitherto lying 
dormant and unsuspected. In any 
case, all members would at least 
ind out for themselves the work 
entailed in marking a quilt and 
thus have a better appreciation of 
the work done by others. 

What applies to quilts is true of 
other club activities. A refreshment 
convener might outline her work in 
that direction, telling her fellow 
members how she arranges after- 
noon tea for each meeting and 
what preparations are made for a 
banquet 

A program convener could give 
a good outline of the work neces- 
sary to arrange programs for the 
year, and the’ finance convener 
might give her end of the story. 
Not the final result — everyone 
eventually knows that — but the 
spade work that is necessary be- 
iore any result can be achieved. In 
other words, an education in com- 
mittee activities should help a lot 
to replace members whose help i 
no longer available. And it wouid 
certainly lead to a mush better ap- 
preciation of the work done by our 
leaders and conveners

The National Safety Council says 
the high beams most drivers use on 
the roads constitute a major difficul- 
ty in night driving safety. “Annoy- 
ance due to glare is ‘requent in 
many accidents,” it adds. 

Connecticut found that in one 
year 3.5 per cent of its highway 
mishaps could be ‘ascribed directly 
to blinding headlights. Illinois re- 
corded a.figure of around three per 
cent, and Minnesota and New Jer- 
sey of about two per cent. Most 
othet states lumped these accidents 
with others caused by different kinds 
of obstructed vision. 

Educating drivers to depress their 
high beams when approaching other 
cars on the road is a slow business, 
and police enforcement of provincial 
and city laws to that effectris al- 
most impossible. There are too

And now, here's something that 
might be of interest to a lot of 
you poultry raisers — the brief 
story of how Charles Schaefer, out 
in Lafayette County, solves two 
common problems at once with 
his combination garden and chicken 
yard. 

By switching chickens and vege: 
tables every year, he has clean 
ground for his poultry flock, and a 
fairly weed-free, well-fertilized 
plot for the family garden, Here's 
how he does it: 

* 

Next to the poultry house Schae- 

fer laid. out two equal-size plots, 
and fenced them both in. 
—While his chickens pasture in 
rye crop or sudan grass on one 
plot, the family (table garden 
thrives on the other. The follow- 
ing year the hens roam over last 
year’s garden area, and the vege- 
tables grow on last year’s poultry 
plot. 
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In the fall, Schaefer spreads 4- 
12-4 plant food at the rate of 
about 200 Ibs. per acre over both 


plots, and seeds both to rye. 
s - * 


a * 


plot to be used for garden in early 
spring, but lets it grow on the 
other plot. 

The rye adds humus to the gar- 
den side and on the poultry side 
it provides green feed and helps 
_keep weeds from getting a start. 
In spring the Schaefers often sow 
a part of the poultry lot to sudan 
grass. It makes late summer pate 
ture for the hens after the rye has 
matured, i 

* * * 

The hens take such good care of 
the weeds in their yard that the 
garden is practically weedless the 
next year. 

The Schaefers plant their vege 
tables in rows on the contour, both 
to conserve soi] moisture and pre 
vent washing. 

The rows are wide enough to 
cultivate with a farm tractor and 
field equipment—a real time-saver. 

* * * 

“We've used this system for five 
years now, and we wouldn't think 
of going back to having just a-one 
aete garden,” says Schaefer. “It's 
good for the garden-—and it’s good 


for the poultry flock, too.” 
Schaefer points out that great 
many farms have suitable space

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Origins of Famous 
Christmas Carols 


Since that first Christmas when 
the angels sang “Glory to God im 


‘the Highest,” music has been a 


vital part of the holiday seasont 
schools, churches and homes ring 
with joyous hymns and songs. The 
first singing of carols in the streets, 
we are told, was in the year 1224. 

When we think of Christmas, we 
think of the pictures you see en 
Christmas cards of houses almost 
buried in snow, candies burning im 
windows, and carolers grouped 
around a doorway, singing swith all 
their hearts to the distant peal of 
church bells. Christmas must have 
been picturesque. in those days, no 
‘automobiles whizzing by, just the 
merry jingle of sleigh hells. 

“Hark, the Herald Angels Sing” 
was written in 1730 by Charles 
Wesley, younger brother of John 
Wesley, who founded the Methodist 
denomination, but was not pub- 
lished until 1856. Inspiration for 
the poem came to Wesley as lie 
walked to church one (Christmas 
morning 

Bishop Phillip Brooks, rector of 


the Holy Trinity Church in Phila- - 


delphia, was asked by his Sunday 
school children to write a Christ- 
mas song, so in 1868, he produced 
“Oh Little Town of Bethlehem” 
After writing the hymn, he went 
to the church organist and asked 
him to furnish a tune. The organ- 
ist, Lewis H. Redner, says the air 
came to him in a Christmas dream, 
and. it was finished for the next 
day's services. 
Origin of “Silent Night” 


But most beloved of all Christ- 
mas music is “Silent Night, Holy 
Night,” “written, we are told, by 
Father Josef Mohr, who found 
himself without means of musi¢ 
for the Christmas services because 
mice had eaten the bellows of the 
church organ. Father Joget was 
greatly troubled over the calamity, 
and as he returned from adminis- 
tering rites to a dying woman, he 
stood on a hilltop, at midnight, and 
#t came to him that it must have 
been just such a silent night that 
the Christ child was born, so he 
went home and composed the words 
to our famous Christmas hymn. 


Then, of course, 1t needed musi«, 
eo he went to his old schoolmaster, 
Franz Gruber. And so Franz played 
his guitar ahd Father Josef sang a 
Christmas hymn that will never die. 

Few think of this lovely hymn 
without remembering how we once 
watched our radio dial at Christmas 
time for its rendition by one of 
the most beloved of singers, Mme. 
Schumann-Heink. 

Oh, those were days of simplicity 
when rectors, casting about for 
guitable Christmas programs turned 
poets, and organists turned com- 
posers to furnish the music, music 
that goes on forever! 

They would, indeed, be gratified 
ii they could hear owe present-day 
Christmas programs, pouring out 
of a little cabinet in the corner, 
their labors of love have come a 
long way from that steel guitar and 
a gentle voice replacing # nibbled

Che earliest celebration of the 
birth of Christ,.on December 25 ot 
each year, took place in the fourth 
century, and the custom spread 
from the Western to the Eastern 
Church. Before that date, the com- 


memoration*of Christ’s Nativity and. 


Baptism was held on January 6 
The first mention of Christmas 1s 
found in a Roman document known 
as the “Philocalian Calendar,” im 
the year 354, and the first time the 
festival was celebrated in Britain 
was in 598 when St. Augustine 
baptized 10.000 converts 


In the year 567, the Council of 
Tours declared a 12-day festival 
from Christmas to Epiphany, and 
later-—991-1016—the laws of Ethel- 
red ordained that all strifé should 
cease at Christmas. In Germany, 
Christmas’ was established in 813 
by the Synod of Mainz, and in Nor-

10,000 Safes 


Safes are getting safer_and tough- 
er, but they still hide no secrets from 
the world's finest safecrackers, 68- 
years-old Dave Worrall apd bis in- 
ventive son, Ronald, Bia hea 

In a backstreet worksk@pcip the 
City of London, the Wortalf family 
boast that they know more about the 
making and breaking of locks than 
anyone else in the world. Neither 
criminals nor police can equal their 
astonishing skill and ingenuity. 
Honest cracksmen, who exercise 
their extraordinary talents for legi- 
timate purposes only, they recently, 
celebrated the opening of -their 
10,000th safe—strietly in the course 
of business,’ writes Roger. Bunyan 
in “Tit-Bits.” 

For test purposes they have even 
cracked open the Jewel Room in the 
Tower of London, home of the 
Crown Jewels. ~ 

“Could you break open the, locks 
in the Bank of England?” I asked 
these key men recently. 

“I think so,” Dave beamed. . “I 
fitted them!” 


War Office Booby Traps 


Inheriting two centuries of famuy 
skill as locksmiths, the Worralls 
have also installed—and sometimes 
cracked—safes in Buckingham !’al- 
ace and the Royal Mint.. During the 
war they supplie the War Office 
with a list of possible booby-traps 
in connection with safe-opening and 
trained Commandos in safe-breaking. 
After a thief has unsuccessfully 
worked all night, they have been 
known to open the damaged lock ot 
a safe in five minutes with nothing 
more than a spindle of hard bent 
wire. 

One of Dave's more difficult jobs 
was when he had to pry open the 
toughest safe-door in the world. a 
mass of miiltiple-layered metal 
which alone weighs 270’ tons. “We 
operate on some safes by ripping 
off the back like the cracksmen in 
fiction,” Dave told me, “We use 4 
blow-pipe, oxy-acetylene flame or 
electric drills. Oxy-acetylene cuts 
through steel like butter. But this 
30-tonner, made of tough steel 
alloys, could resist a 4.7 gun at 50 
yards.” 


All in the Day's Work 


Using every process known to 
science, the Worrals worked 120 
hours on the prototype safe at the 
maker's request, testing its safety 
in the only practical way. Subse-- 
quently, the makers guaratiteed it to 
resist attack for that time. No safe 
is every completely impregnable, It 
is immune only for a limited period. 

Many average safes resist the 
Worralls for less than an hour. 
Opening vaults that have jammed 
accidentally, or safes for owners 
who have lost the keys or forgotten 
tle combinations, are all in the 
day's work. In their workroom re- 
cently stood a safecoated with dried 
slime and adhering seashells. It had 
been retrieved from the strongroom 
of a sunken ship. Father and son 
have treated safes crushed in earth- 
quakes, or seared by explosives. 

During the bombing days, Dave 
often found safes too hot to handle. 
They lay glowing, in caverns of 
steaming bomb wreckage and they 
had to be given time.to cool down. 
If the contents had been suddenly 
exposed to normal temperatures, 
they might have been ruined. 

Working against a time-switch 
can sometimes prove a matter of 
life or death. Not long ago a night 
employee was locked in a fur stor- 
age vault. Using an emergency tele- 
phone fitted within the vault he had 
telephoned for help. When his res- 
cuers reached the’ scene, ‘phone 
calls to the vault were unanswered, 

Set like an alarm clock, the time 
lock drops a tripper that springs 
back only at the predetermined time. 
The combinations cannot be work- 
ed while the tripper is in position. 

Fortunately the trapped man had 
read the emergency instructions and 
sprung the tripper before slumping 
anconscious, All the key men had to 
do was find the combination,

Like John 
Dillinger, who boasted he could 
clean out any bank in: four min- 
utes. the majority of hold-up men 
prefer the technique of rapid su 
prise. One of. the Worralls’ little 
gadget surprises is a drawer which 
greets its friends in silence but 
raises an alarm at the first sign of 
hostility. [f valuables are removed 
in one particular way, all is well, [f 
they are taken out in any other way, 
an alarm is immediately transmitted 

Keeping Their Secrets 


But the Worralls seldom discuss 
their family secrets, If they make 
even a key for a customer they 
never keep a replica, nor even 4 
record of the address for which it 
was ordered. Yet special books em- 
bodying most of their trade secrets 
have already been printed. With full 
working drawings of every kind of 
lock and safety device, intricate 
tables of figures cover every known 
eombination. They would perhaps 
be worth a fortune to a modern 
raffles. 

At Scotland Yard, as well as the 
offices of the principal safemakers, 
the few copies in existence, are kept 
in safes—safes, that, setting aside 
the combinations, only the Worrals 
gan open.

Out of all the investigations into 
such tragic deaths, one fact came 
out with strak clarity: No trigger- 
happy hunter belonged to a national 
shooting organizatiof. This is borne 
out by the National Rifle Associa- 
tion in the U.S. which claims that 
in the many years for which statis- 
tics were compiled none of its 200,- 
000 members had accidentally shot 
anyone. A senior official of the Ca- 
nadian Small Bore Association (now 
the Canadian Civilian Association 
of Marksmen) maintains that for the 
15 years he had been connected with 
it, not one of this group has beca 
responsible for_an accidental killing.

This revelation is highly signifi- 
cant. It obviously indicates that 
safety rules drilled into’one on the 
target ranges are observed in the 
bush. It gives the answer to how 
accidents with firearms can be dras- 
tically reduced, That answer: joim 
your local shooting club or organ- 
ize one if there isn’t one already, Be- 
come an active member and practice 
safetly regulations until they be- 
come part of your instincts. If 
every would-be hunter did this, 
hunting would indeed become a safe 
sport.

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How We Saw Geese 


In The Canadian Arctic 


| have a straightforward travel 
story to tell you; the story of an 
expedition which three of us made 
during the summer to .the north of 
Canada. A good many people go 
into the Canadian Arctic every sum- 
mer, and, indeed, there are a. good 
many, too, whose business keeps 
them there all the year round, and. 
perhaps, for many years. Some of 
that north country is quite easy to 
get to in these days of flying, but 
some is still rather inaccessible. The 
Perry River, where we went, is one 
inaccessible places, al- 
though it is not particularly tar 
nortli—only about seventy-five miles 
north of the Arctic Circle, said Peter 
Scott, well known naturalist and art- 
ist, in a recent BBC broadcast. 


We went there by "plane—mostly 
uneventiully—but we had one rather 
unpleasant stretch, flying down @ 
gorge with low, dark clouds down 
to the tops of the cliffs on both 
sides, so that we seemed to be flying 
in a tunnel, and in the middle of it 
we ran into’a thick snow storm. 
But, anyway, eventually we got 
through to the Perry River, and 
landed on the snow-covered tundra 
about fourteen miles inland feom the 
Arctic Ocean, 

‘And where,’ you may well ask, 
“4s the Pe@i} River?’ The quick 
answer to that is ‘about the middle 
of the north coast of Canada, a little 
nearer to Hudson's Bay than to the 
delta of the Mackenzie River. 


When all our equipment had been 
unpacked, our pilot and his com- 
panion climbed back into the ‘plane 
and took off again. We watched the 
‘plane until it was a speck in the 
sky. It was our last link with the 
outside For the next two 
mouths we would be living here 
aleve. 

i: is hard to describe the feeling 
the excitement, the -anticipation, 
the slight’ anxieties as to what was 
in store—illness, accident, a miscal- 
eNation in our supplies. All the 
hazards —+ and there are a good 
many, [ suppose—of our expedition 
passed through our minds as the 
hum of the ‘plane’s engines faded 
into the extraordinary silence of the 


world,

But 
on this: day it was still, and from 
afar. from the river, we suddenly 
heard the cry of wild geese.

Viewing the Country from Different 
Aspects 

Two of us were primarily ornitho 
fogists. but the third nrember ot the 
party was a research engineer who 
also knew a-good déal about geo- 
logy and surveying.

Our camp was quite comfortable, 
really We had three tents, and 
made up a fourth one out of packing 
cases covered with ground sheets, 
which we-used as a sort of labora- 
tory for our scientific work. One 
tent was a fairly big bell tent, and 
we used that by day and ate in it. 
We had’ taken most of our food 
with us, and we had three little 
cooking stoves which kept the day 
tent fairly warm and dried out our 
wet clothes. 

{ would like to describe the ex- 
troardinary fand comfort 
of my sleeping bag. It was a hag 
inside a bag, all made of quilted 
eiderdown. And after a long day, 
there was no better imaginable lux- 
ury than to climb into this bag and 
pull up the zipper. One felt that it 
was a sort of haven, a home in a

We 
called it Lake Arlone after my com 
panion’s wile 


we first saw 


Of course, we had to niake out 


own names for any geographical 
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features which we wanted to refer 
to, because the map of that part of 
the world was very like the Bell- 
man’s chart in The Hunting of the 
Snark. Do you remember?—‘a pet 
fect and absolute blank.’ It was just 
plain white, except for a dotted line 
representing what was thought to 
be the course of the Perry River 
itseli—and we found that even that 
was wrong. 


We went to Lake Arlone @ sec- 
ond time, just after the Ross's 
Geese had hatched their goslings— 
exquisite little bails of silvery-yel- 
low down. And we found a strange 
variation in the colour of this down, 
Some goslings were almost canary 
yellow, and others were platinum 
blonde, and, since this was unknowm< 
to science, we were rather pleased ~ 
with the discovery. 


About the middle of July a fourth 
man joined our party. He was the 
pilot of a float-plane, and he flew 
in just as soon as the lakes were 
open enough for him to land, So fur 
the last two weeks of our expedi- 
tion we could explore by ‘plane, and 
we covered an area about the size 
of Wales fairly thoroughly. We 
found some new lakes which were 
quite big, and a new river, more than 
fifty miles long, and a hill which 
dominated the landscape although, 


‘actually, it was only about’ 800 feet 


high. 


And then came the sad day when 
we had to leave. We had grown 
tremendously found of our patch of 
tundra—the patch of boggy moor 
and stony ridges—which, by this 
tithe of the year, was quite clear of 
snow and richly covered with flow- 
ers—heathers and heaths, saxifrages, 
and dwarf rhododendrons, and the 
beautiful stars of Dryas, which is, 
perhaps, the commonest, and cer- 
tainly, {- think, one of the most 
cheerful of the Arctic flowers, We 
had grown fond of it in the warm, 
early days, of August, when we had 
even though about bathing in the 
lake below our camp, But above all, 
we had grown fond of our great 
friends the Eskimos. 


| shall never forget my last night, 
coming down the Perry river by 
canoe in the midnight dusk. We had 
been catching some Ross’s Geese 
to bring back alive, and the whole 
operation had been rather success- 
‘ful. The sky was clear, and the 
night was very still and beautiful— 
the whole scene was black and 
orange | remember | took the 
canoe down over the rapids, which 
was exhilarating and, for a moment, 
r her breath-taking, and perhaps a 
little foolhardy. 


Next day, with a fairly full load 
in the ‘plane, including a dozen live 
geese, we took off from the mouth 
of our river. The pack-ice had drift- 
ed into the bay, byt we found an 
opening which was just long 
enough, and we got safely off, And 
except for getting very slightly lost 
on the first/ unmapped stretch of 
our homeward course, we returned 
by way ol .Hudson’s Bay without 
mishap. So our adventure was end- 
ed. 


None of it very dramatic, you may 
say. Well, no; but for ua it was 
quite an adventure, all the same. We 
had planned it carefully, and, om 
top of that, we were very lucky that 
nothing went seriously wrong. You 
see, the Arctic is quite friendly ‘until 
things go wrong, and then it sud- 
denly turns fierce and dangerous, 
And so yor have to watch it.
